LONDON (Reuter). — London's 
biggest fire since World War I 
blazed stubbornly yesterday morn-

NEW YORK (Reuter). — Commun- 
ist Chinese Premler Chou En-lal, in 
an interview published here yester- 
day, sald that Japan could easily 
produce nuclear weapons and that

The Chinese Premier authorized 
publication of an official transcript 
of the Interview, given Jast week In 
Peking to “New York Times” co- 
lumnist James Reston.

Apollo photos show 
moon desolation 


HOUSTON, Space Centre (UPI). — 
The first photographs taken on the 
Apollo 15 lunar expedition were 
made public yesterday, showing for. 
the first time the haunting desola-- 
tion of some of the moon's highest 
mountains constrasting sharply with 
the astronauts, their landing ship 
and electric car in the foreground. 

David R. Scott, James B. Irwin 
and lunar orbital pilot Alfred M. 
Worden exposed thousands of frames 
of film, but only 10 were in the 
first batch released by the Space 
Agency. They were 10 of the best 
ever returned from the moon, show- 
ing the most interesting lunar back- 
drops ever photographed by man. 

Scott and Irwin, who spent almost 
three days exploring the northern 
Apennine Mountain Valley called 
“Hadley Base," appeared in most 
of the pictures with their equlp- 
ment. Most showed the undulating 
landscape between the Apennines 
and the deep canyon called Hadley 
Rille. 

Scott and Irwin took the pictures 
during three excursions that took 
them 28.1 kms. through the maze 
of hills, craters and mountains sur- 
Tounding their base. They found

NEW YORK (AP). — A black or- 
ganization has charged that 18 of 
its members visiting Russia were 
not allowed to leave that country 
‘Monday as scheduled.

TEL AVIV. — Mr. Isser Harel, 
MLK, former chief of Security Ser- 
vices, said the “Sisco initiative” 
could only lead to tension and bleod- 
shed, because it was based on the 
delusion that the Russian grip on 
Egypt could be loosened by “pla- 
cating” the Arabs, but the Russians 
and the Egyptians want only to 
prevent the U.S. from supplying 
arms to Israel.

Sub rescue ship 
for U.S. Navy 


SUNNYVALE, California (UPI). -- 
The U.S. Navy on Monday took 
possession of its first rescue sub- 
marine, a 15 metre torpedo-shaped 
vessel designed to move anywhere 
in the world to rescue crewmen of 
submarines stranded on the ocean 
floor. 

Since its launching in January 
1970, the Deep Submergence Res- 
cue Vehicle (DSRV) has been un- 
dergoing trials in San Diego. 

A Ravy spokesman said the sub- 
marine will be tested under simu- 
lated rescue missions in the Pacific 
this autumn during exercises with 
the nuclear submarine U.S.S. Hawk- 
bill. 

The DSRV is designed to seal it- 
self to the escape hatch of a sunk- 
en submarine as deep as 1,066 
metres and take aboard up to 24 
persons at a time.

On the other side of Pa- 
Kistan has threatened India with 
war, if India continues its policy 
of intervening in Pakistan territory. 
This new development will have to 
be considered by the great powers. 
Russia apparently plans ‘to use the 
new pact with India as a coun- 
terwelght against any China-U.3. 
approach. 

The whole of the Middle Hast has 
become a playground for Russian 


Political strategy and military 
might, not only by the arming of 
the Arab states on the pretext 
of heiping them fight Israeli "" 
gression,” but also by their continu 
ed presence in this part of the 
worki, building airfields, depots, 
ports, submarine facilities, commu- 
nication centres, on the north cozst 
of Africa, near the frontiers of 
Turkey and Iran and the under- 
side of Europe — against Nato and 
the Sixth Fleet. These are all well- 
thought out moves towards Rus- 
sian domination, by threatening 
Southern Europe on the one hand 
and by holding the rich Middle 
East oil fields sometime in the 
future, and controlling the Arab 
lands and nes of communication, 
such as the Suez Canal, the way 
to India and China. 


Israel ‘interference’ 


The State of Israel was, in 1948, 
in the eyes of Russian politicians, 
& possible friend and fellow-travel- 
ler, due to the generally socialist 
ideas originating from Russian- 
Jewish backgrounds, But Israe] has 
interfered with Russian plang in 
this part of the world, for the 
sake of her own existence, and 
therefore, has become Russia's fore- 
most enemy. 

Recently, a new and unexpected 
anti-Russian tendency has develop- 
ed among the Arab countries, Pre- 
sident Sadat of Egypt crushed a 
Communist-inspired revolution 
agalnst his regime. The revolution 
was led by All Sabry, a Moscow- 
oriented and educated militant, He

I have been 
in Israel for a year and a half, 
and during that time have seen for 
myself that many Israelis are 
involved and were so long before 
the Americans and others came to 
contribute to the problem. In fact, 
it can be said that because the 
Americans and others were so open 
about the use of marijuana and 
hashish, they helped to expose the 
Israeli problem. 

A second drug problem concerns 
new immigrants. I can't quote sta- 
tistics, only personal observation, 
that some addicted individuals, or 
familles with an addict, arrive here 
as immigrants. These are 
very good people who (in addition 
to other Jewish-oriented motives} 
try immigration as a way to get

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away from their problems, or feel 
that a new and stimulating envir- 
onment will help them to break 
away from addiction. Unfortunately, 
such is not the case. The stress of 
absorption (sometimes very severe, 
almost always a strain) only inten- 
sifles the dependence on drugs, and 
the immigrant, or his family, is in 
worse condition than he was in the 
country of his origin. Some of these 
people I know of became long-term 
hospital cases, two tried suicide, 
some went home. 

I am not suggesting that people 
with problems should not immi- 
grate. Far from it, 1 believe that all 
who want to come should be 
couraged, and in the end the pereon 
and the country will benefit. What 
Iam suggesting is that since the 
χὰ problem is now a universal 
one, the Jewish Agency should re- 
cognize this, and develop some pro- 
gramme of aid and rehabilitation 
when the problem is spotted in ab- 
sorption centres, kibbutz ulpanim, 
or the many student-immigrant 
programmes.

The ol! wealth of Libya 
has made Gaddaf! godfather of the 
other Arab countries, supporting 
them against Israel — and against 
Russia, He was the most outspoken 
anti-Russian Arab leader until the 
recent emergence of Sudan's Ja’afar 
e-Numeiri. After the Communist-in- 
spired revolution against Numeirt 
a few weeks ago, only direct inter- 
vention by t and Libya 
brought Numelri back into power. 
A further step in the aggravation 
og Russian-Arab relations develop- 
ed when Sudan, with Isbya and 
Egypt's strong support, recalled its 
Soviet and. jan envoys and 
1,800 Russian technicians were sent 
home, Sadat came out openly in 
support of Numeiri’s action. This is 
the first time the Arab states have 
united against. Moscow; it will 
have repercussions In their future 
relationship. Moscow can deliver 
arms to the Arabs, but cannot de- 
termine their fate. How long can 
this game of dual interests con- 


‘tinue? 


Another development in the Arab 
camp is the breakdown of the ter- 
rorist movements, crushed merci- 
lessly by Hussein, and the subse- 
of 
. States. Hussein is 
now militarily alone in the area, 
backed only by some American ald, 
some money from Saudi Arabia and 
the Shefkhs of the Persian Gulf — 
and protected in fact by the army 
of Israel. 

The broken Arab union, the dis- 
integration of the Fatah and the be- 
ginnings of an anti-Russian policy 
among the Arabs are the start of a 
new orientation in this part of the 
world. The Arabs have trampled on 
one of the fingers of Russian po- 
Hcy, which was to spread into the 
Middle Hast. 

The latest developments in the 
world must have repercussions in 
Washington and in Moscow. They 
are especially important to Israel, 
who hes been caught in a game 
not of her making, fightmg ‘or 
her existence for 28 years, This 
fight was nourished by one power, 
‘Rosalia, but with the recent im- 
pediments strewn in the path to 
Russian domination of the 
world and in particular of the 
Middle Hast, the picture may have 
changed.
